Students  Approve 
Vote  Amendment 

In  a  special  election  Wednesday, 
April  30,  the  student  body  approved 
an  amendment  to  the  constitution 
which  changed  the  procedure  for 
the  selection  of  student  senators 
when  more  than  two  candidates  run 
for  one  office. 

A  vote  of  303  students  who  voted 
favorably  for  the  amendment  was 
Cast.  Only  24  voted  against  it.  A 
majority  was  necessary  for  pass¬ 
age,  and  because  the  enrollment  of 
the  college  is  601,  the  count  was 
sufficient  by  three  votes. 

The  amendment  to  the  constitu¬ 
te  as  follows:  Section  3.  If  all 
the  legal  votes  cast  for  one  of  the 
candidates  for  President,  or  for 
Vice-President,  do  not  constitute 
a  majority  of  all  such  votes  cast 
for  that  particular  office,  a  sec¬ 
ond  election,  an  election  between 
the  highest  two  candidates  in  each 
instance,  shall  be  held  within  two 
school  days  after  the  first  election. 
Members  of  the  Student  Senate 
shall  be  elected  by  a  simple  plural¬ 
ity  of  the  votes  cast  by  their  re¬ 
spective  classes.  When  two  mem¬ 
bers  are  to  be  elected  at  one  elec¬ 
tion  by  any  given  class,  the  mem¬ 
bers  elected  shall  be  those  receiv¬ 
ing  the  most  votes  and  the  next 
most  votes.  Elections  to  fill  vacan¬ 
cies  shall  be  determined  by  tire 
above  procedures,  except  that  each 
vacancy  in  the  Student  Senate  shall 
be  placed  on  a  separate  slate.

After  her  graduation  from  North¬ 
west  Missouri  State  College,  Miss 
Dykes  entered  the  University  of 
Chicago  and  took  a  Master  of  Arts 
degree  with  a  major  In  English. 
She  did  another  year  of  graduate 
study  at  Chicago.  She  studied  for 
more  than  a  year  at  the  University 
of  London  and  had  a  short  term  at 
England’s  Cambridge  University.

She  has 
published  studies  on  Walt  Whitman 
and  Edwin  Arlington  Robinson. 

Miss  Dykes  is  a  member  of  the 
American  Association  of  University 
Women  and  the  American  Associa¬ 
tion  of  University  Professors  and 
has  served  as  president  of  the 
Maryville  chapters  of  each.  She 
holds  membership  in  Delta  Kappa 
Gamma,  Sigma  Tau  Delta,  the 
Modern  Language  Association  of 
America,  and  various  other  profes¬ 
sional  organizations. 

She  has  been  active  in  the  North¬ 
west  Missouri  Press  Association.  In 
the  Missouri  Women's  Press  Club 
she  has  served  as  vice-president  and 
membership  chairman.  She  was 
treasurer  of  NFPW  from  1948  un¬ 
til  1950.

U.  S.  Air  Force  Completes 
Campus  Clerk-Typist  Program

Commencement  for  the  men  of 
Group  39,  the  last  of  the  airmen 
to  complete  clerk-typist  training  on 
the  Northwest  Missouri  State  Col¬ 
lege  campus,  was  held  Thursday, 
April  24.  The  men  in  this  group 
left  on  April  26  along  with  three 
permanent  party  members,  M/Sgt. 
Isaac  Craft,  T/Sgt.  Janies  W.  Tab¬ 
ler  and  S/Sgt.  Duke  Anttjunti.  The 
latter  three  men  were  transferred 
to  Francis  E.  Warren  Air  Force 
Base  in  Cheyenne,  Wyoming. 

Other  members  of  the  permanent 
party  remained  on  the  campus  un¬ 
til  May  1„  when  they,  too,  were 
sent  to  Cheyenne.  Lt.  Cletus  Paj- 
ot,  who  left  some  time  ago  was 
sent  to  California  to  await  further 
orders. 

Total  of  959  were  Graduated 
Since  April  23,  1951,  when  the 
clerk-typist  program  was  initiated 
here,  a  total  of  nine  hundred  fifty- 
nine  men  have  been  graduated. 

Thirty-nine  were  named  honor 
students  with  John  E.  Jensen  of 
Group  38  being  accredited  with  the 
highest  scholastic  average,  4.915. 
One  hundred  eighty-eight  men  were 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  corporal. 

All  forty-eight  'states  have 
been  represented  by  the  men, 
who  during  their  course  of 
training  were  taught  typing, 
filing,  English,  military  corres¬ 
pondence,  and  records  and  re¬ 
ports. 

Housing  was  provided  at  the 
gym,  Men’s  Quad  and  Residence 
Hall.

During  the  time  the  airmen 
were  on  the  campus,,  they  made 
outstanding  contributions  to  the 
community  of  Maryville.  Tiicy 
made  the  largest  single  contri¬ 
bution  to  the  March  of  Dimes, 
a  total  of  S465.15  and  they  al¬ 
so  donated  186  pints  of  blood 
during  the  county’s  first  blood- 
mobile  visit.  This  was  a  new 
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county  high  for  the  number  of 
pints  obtained  on  a  one-day 
visit. 

On  December  7,  1951,  the  air¬ 
men  presented  a  four-act  musical 
which  was  written  and  directed  by 
Sergeant  Lawrence  Moch  to  a  near¬ 
capacity  crowd  in  the  College  audi¬ 
torium.  The  college  and  the  town 
of  Maryville  will  indeed  miss  the 
presence  of  the  men  who  wear  the 
Air  Force  blue.

Music  Department  Will  Offer 
Class  Piano  to  Summer  Teachers 


Class  piano  for  elementary  teach-*- 
ers  will  be  offered  for  the  first 
time  by  the  music  division  of  the 
College  during  the  summer  session. 
This  class  will  be  on  an  experiment¬ 
al  basis  to  determine  the  demand 
and  also  what  results  can  be  ob¬ 
tained  during  the  session. 

Mr.  Kenneth  E.  Bird,  instructor 
of  piano,  will  teach  the  class.  The 
course  will  meet  twice  a  week  with 
each  meeting  being  of  50  minutes 
duration.  The  schedule  will  be  set 
so  as  to  offer  as  little  conflict  with 
other  courses  as  possible. 

No  Fees  Will  Be  Charged 

There  will  be  no  fees  charged  for 
the  course  and  no  credit  offered. 
The  only  cost  to  the  student  will 
be  the  price  of  the  Class  Piano 
Method  Book  and  practice  room 
fees.  The  class  will  be  limited  to 
ten  people.  Another  class  will  be 
formed  if  the  demand  is  great 
enough. 


Since  no  credit  can  be  offered  for 


this  course,  it  is  felt  that  those 
who  sign  up  for  the  class  piano  will 
be  doing  so  out  of  the  realization 
that  it  is  a  necessary  part  of  the 
training  for  the  classroom. 

Progress  Is  Amazing 

Progress  made  in  class  piano  is  J 
sometimes  amazing  and  the  value 
of  such  training  cannot  be  overly 
stressed.  More  and  more,  element¬ 
ary  teachers  are  finding  that  they 
need  a  background  and  knowledge 
of  piano  in  order  to  do  a  success¬ 
ful  job  in  the  teaching  of  the  ele¬ 
mentary  grades. 

Tlie  Music  Educators  National 
convention,  largest  branch  of  tire 
National  Education  Association,  has 
done  great  research  on  class  piano 
and  has  emphasized  the  need  of 
teacher  training  institutions  to  of¬ 
fer  this  course  as  a  regular  part  of 
the  curriculum.

Collage  Receives 
Colbert  Memorial 

Tlie  College  is  richer  because  the 
family  of  George  H.  Colbert,  for  40 
years  a  teacher  of  mathematics  at 
the  College  and  for  many  years  its 
dean,  made  a  gift  to  the  library  of 
books  from  his  well-chosen  library. 
The  books  are  all  in  the  field  of 
mathematics  and  make  a  valuable 
supplement  to  the  mathematics  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  library. 

!  To  be  marked  with  a  special  book¬ 
plate,  the  gift  books  will  be  the 
beginning  of  the  George  H.  Colbert 
Memorial  Collection.  It  is  the  cus¬ 
tom  of  the  College  to  provide  such 
a  memorial  to  keep  alive  the  mem¬ 
ory  of  its  faculty  members  who  have 
served  the  College  faithfully  until 
death  ends  the  service.  More  books 
will  be  selected  carefully  to  com¬ 
plete  the  memorial  collection.  The 
books  are  not  to  be  set  aside  in  a 
special  collection,  but  after  being 
marked  with  the  book-plate,  they 
will  be  placed  upon  the  shelves  of 
the  library  so  that  they  may  be 
used  by  students  of  succeeding  years. 

Mr.  Colbert,  who  retired  in  1946 
with  the  title  of  professor  emeritus, 
died  on  April  26,  1950,  at  the  age  of 
88  years.  He  came  to  the  College 
as  a  member  of  its  first-  faculty. 
Even  after  retirement,  which  was 
hurried  by  his  failing  eye-sight, 
the  mathematics  professor  kept  up 
his  interest  in  the  College  by  con¬ 
ferences  with  its  students  and  serv¬ 
ice  upon  the  Classification  and  Cer¬ 
tification  committee,  of  which  he 
had  been  a  member  for  many  years. 


Carl  King,  who  was  graduated 
from  Northwest  Missouri  State  Col¬ 
lege  in  1931,  was  in  Maryville  April 
26-27.  He  is  now  superintendent  of 
the  Thayer,  Iowa,  school.

He  serves  as  youth 
conference  leader  in  many  Synods, 
is  a  leader  of  seminars,  directs  re¬ 
ligious  emphasis  weeks  on  campus¬ 
es  throughout  the  country,  has 
served  as  adviser  for  National 
Council  Westminster  Fellowship, 
serves  on  the  National  Committee 
for  Radio  and  Television,  and  in 
many  ways  serves  the  church 
through  the  programs  of  its  boards. 

Dr.  White  came  to  First  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  in  Lincoln  hi  1947, 
following  seven  years  as  Dean  of 
the  Presbyterian  Theological  Sem¬ 
inary,  Dubuque,  Iowa. 

He  received  his  Bachelor  of  Sci 
ence  degree  from  Coe  College, 
Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  his  Bachelor 
of  Theology  from  the  biblical  Sem¬ 
inary,  New  York  City,  and  his  Mas¬ 
ter  of  Theology  from  the  Theologi¬ 
cal  Seminary,  Princeton,  New  Jer¬ 
sey.  In  1945,  Hastings  College,  Has¬ 
tings,  Nebraska,  conferred  the  Doc¬ 
tor  of  Divinity  degree  upon  him.

Honors  Day,  An  Incentive  Potential 

The  one  charge  that  should  concern  admin¬ 
istrators,  teachers,  and  students  of  the  College 
today  is  that  scholarship  has  become  an  occasion¬ 
al  by-product  instead  of  the  loading,  most  high¬ 
ly  marketable  product  of  our  institution.  The 
apathy  of  students  toward  scholarship  seems  a 
serious  problem.  The  closest  thing  to  an  intellec¬ 
tual  class  room  discussion  we  produce  is  the  emo¬ 
tionally  charged  arguments  of  those  who  have 
some  “bone  to  pick”  or  who  want  to  argue  for  the 
sake  of  arguing.  This,  obviously,  is  a  poor  sub¬ 
stitute. 

The  objective  of  most  students  while  attend¬ 
ing  college  seems  to  be  to  secure  a  transcript  with 
adequate  hours  in  certain  courses,  preferably 
“push  overs,”  to  obtain  a  degree.  This,  then, 
seems  to  be  a  point  of  weakness,  and  most  prob¬ 
ably  one  which  can  and  should  be  remedied. 

One  possible  source  of  remedial  activity  is  the 
honors  day  assembly  which  has  been  a  part  of 
the  program  for  the  past  two  years.  One  word 
of  caution  seems  in  order.  The  honors  day  assem¬ 
bly  should  be  conducted  with  the  objective  of  re¬ 
warding  those  most  deserving  with  suitable  rec¬ 
ognition.  Wo  have  seen  enough  of  those  students 
who  are  honored  for  taking  a  “push  over”  sched¬ 
ule  and  coming  up  with  best  grades  and  honors 
at  the  time  of  honors  day. 

Special  projects,  hard  work,  and  achieve¬ 
ments  which  are  not  as  colorful  as  others  should 
have  a  place  in  the  honors  day  assembly.  There¬ 
fore,  our  objective  should  be  not  to  eliminate 
honors  day,  but  to  improve  its  ultimate  func¬ 
tions.  These  functions  should  he  to  improve 
scholarship  by  providing  an  incentive  and  to  rec¬ 
ognize  those  far  too  few  students  who  conscien¬ 
tiously  work  toward  the  betterment  of  the  school, 
society  and  themselves  without  “tooting  their 
own  horns.” 

One  of  the  purposes  of  the  honors  dny  is  to 
bring  together  those  who  are  to  be  honored  in  one 
assembly  instead  of  scattering  the  events  through 
various  other  assembly  programs.  Although 
scholarship  should  receive  special  emphasis,  this 
other  function  probably  can  not  be  ignored. 

Many  of  the  honors  extended  on  honors  day 
have  already  received  wide  publicity,  but  it  is  de¬ 
batable  whether  public  pressure  would  allow  this 
day  to  be  one  for  exemplification  of  scholarship 
only.

Jerry  Sheil  Views 
New  Improvements 

In  keeping  with  the  onward 
march  of  Improvements  In  our  day, 
the  College  has  not  been  stnnding 
still.  Within  the  past  five  years 
many  notable  improvements  have 
been  made  in  Lhe  beauty  and  ser¬ 
viceability  of  the  campus  and  its 
many  facilities. 

Prior  to  1948,  cinder  paths  crossed 
the  campus.  Arens  which  were 
once  overgrown  weed  patches  have 
been  converted  into  parking  lots. 
Through  the  efforts  of  Alpha  Phi 
Omega,  the  service  fraternity,  signs 
have  been  placed  near  all  the  col¬ 
lege  buildings,  thus  making  it  eas¬ 
ier  for  visitors  to  find  the  unit  for 
which  they  arc  looking. 

Tire  recently  completed  building 
on  the  extreme  west  side  of  the 
campus  Is  the  motor  pool  of  the 
local  National  Guard  unit. 

New  Stadium 

Gazing  toward  the  southwest 
corner  of  the  campus  proper,  one 
Is  reminded  of  the  old  wooden 
bleachers,  now  replaced  by  a  large, 
all-steel  stadium.  For  the  benefit 
of  tennis  enthusiasts  a  spacious, 
flood-lighted  tennis  court  has  been 
constructed. 

Another  unit  has  been  added  to 
the  Men's  Quadrangle,  making  this 
a  complete  group  of  buildings  fac¬ 
ing  a  common  area.  The  recon¬ 
struction  of  Women’s  Residence 
Hall  and  the  addition  of  a  new  nn- 
nex  will  make  for  better  accom¬ 
modations  for  the  fair  sex. 

Student  Union  Heads  List 

But  the  most  noteworthy  im¬ 
provement  in  the  building  line 
stands  head  and  shoulders  above 
all  the  others.  This  is,  of  course, 
the  new  Student  Union,  which, 
when  In  operation,  will  become  the 
focal  point  of  social  and  recrea¬ 
tional  activity  on  the  campus. 

All  the  improvements  have  not 
been  the  building  of  new  additions. 
Much  has  been  done  In  renovation 
of  departments  and  units.  A  con¬ 
trolled  sound  system  has  been  In¬ 
stalled  In  the  auditorium,  which 
makes  lor  more  complete  enjoy¬ 
ment  of  assemblies.  Tire  face-lift¬ 
ing  and  expansion  of  the  biology 
department  have  provided  room  for 
better  operation  of  that  depart¬ 
ment. 

Library  Is  Place  to  Enjoy 

Our  library,  which  in  the  past 
was  a  collection  of  books  for  re¬ 
search  on  the  courses  given  at  the 
College,  has  become  a  pleasant 
place  to  spend  a  quiet  evening 
browsing  through  popular  books, 
magazines,  art  displays,  and,  yes, 
even  to  study. 

In  improvement  of  student  pro¬ 
grams,  the  revival  of  Homecoming 
In  1947,  following  World  War  II, 
stands  out.  From  a  rather  inglor¬ 
ious  beginning  this  event  has  blos¬ 
somed  forth  until  at  the  present 
time  It  consumes  much  time  from 
the  student  body,  faculty,  and  ad¬ 
ministration,  and  results  in  a  cele¬ 
bration  comparable  to  that  of  many 
universities. 

Orientation  Is  Developed 

The  freshman  orientation  pro¬ 
gram  has  been  expanded  from  one 
sign  stating  "Freshmen  —  Start 
here,”  to  nearly  a  full  week  of  coun¬ 
seling,  including  Information  on  al¬ 
most  every  phase  of  activity  car¬ 
ried  on  in  the  course  of  attaining 
a  degree. 

In  looking  back  over  the  past 
five  eventful  years,  it  seems  barely 
possible  that  all  these  Improve¬ 
ments  could  have  come  about  In 
so  short  a  period  of  time.  They 
have  been  possible  only  through  the 
splendid  cooperation  of  all  con¬ 
cerned,  and  future  cooperation  will 
result  In  more  improvements. 

Plans  Are  Made  for  Armory 

At  the  present  time  plans  are 
being  laid  for  an  armory  on  the 
campus  which  will  undoubtedly  be 
a  welcome  addition,  not  only  to  the 
students  and  the  National  Guard 
unit,  but  to  the  community  of 
Maryville  as  well. 

But  these  things  are  only  the 
beginning  of  what  could  be  done  if 
we  all  strive  to  improve  the  facili¬ 
ties  of  the  College.  If,  in  the  fu¬ 
ture,  two  buildings  are  added,  our 
campus  will  be  unrivaled  by  any 
college  of  comparable  size.  We 
need  an  applied  arts  building  and 
a  complete  farm  shop. 

Would  Have  Building  for  Arts 

Tire  applied  arts  building  would 
house  expanded  laboratories  and 
lecture  halls  In  the  sciences  of  bi¬ 
ology,  chemistry,  geography,  mathe¬ 
matics,  and  physics.  These  depart¬ 
ments  would  not  be  alone  in  profit 
from  such  a  move,  for  it*would  al¬ 
low  nearly  all  the  other  departments 
to  expand  within  the  main  build¬ 
ing. 

The  farm  shop  would  make  it 
possible  for  the  college  students  to 
reap  more  bountiful  use  from  the 
College  farm  and  the  agriculture 
department.  This  project  would  al¬ 
low  the  people  In  agriculture  to 
curry  on  extensive  projects  in  their 
field  and  thereby  gain  more  know¬ 
ledge  of  farming  and  Its  applica¬ 
tions. 

This,  Northwest  Missouri  State 
College,  is  a  great  small  college. 
Its  advantages  are  many,  and  the 
disadvantages  which  It  does  have 
may  be  overcome  through  cooper¬ 
ation.  We  can  all  be  rightfully 
proud  of  this,  our  College,  as  our 
future  “Alma  Mater."
